Decisions have invariably been
favorable 1o the vestry of Trinity, pod the
title which is vested in them is now as well
established as any in New York Few
things are more definitely settled than that
“the heirs of Anneke Juns™ will never get

A Huondred Mlilions in Trinity's Treasury.

How great the estate is nobody outside
the Board of Control knows, and it is oot

ikely that anvbody will know, excepting
n one contingener, to be mentioned pres-
athy.  The late Dr. Dix, when, some vears
go, he was at the head of this board, ac-
inowledged that there were more than
0,000,000 in the treasury, and it is well
mderstood thst this was sm entirely in-
deguate statement at that time. There is

or. The story of this estate is less
widely known, but it is fully as interestin
as that of Trinity.

| STOPPED WHEHN LINCOLN DIED.

Story of a Remarkable Clock Which Has

Been Running Forty Years
[ FORRESPOXNDENCE OF THE DIRPATOR. |

New Yorg, July 8 —Probably not ope
in a thonsand of the multitude who daily
look up to Tiflany’s big clock on the front
of their massive fire-proof building on
Union Equare, New York, and set their
pocket time pieces to correspond, has sny
| idea of its interesting history, and that it
became famous at the time of President
Lineoln's sssassination, when its hands
stopped st the very hour of his death.

In & talk with Mr. Tiffany, the well-pre-
served oetogensarisn and setive head of the
house, the writer learned that the clock
was constructed for the firm lonz before the
war, in fact nearly 40 years ago, when the
frm was vet in its intaney. It was when
the buildlng which still stands was ereeted
on that site that the famous clock was first
put up. It is mounted en & wooden
of herculean proportions, representing Atlas
upholding the world upen his shonlders.
It was earved by a well-known firm of
American shipbuilders, who at that time
became renowned for their superior model-
ing of figures and figure-heads, such as were
psed in ornamenting the bows of vessels
The re itself stands nearly nine feet
high, while the circular space behind the
dial of the clock above, thefigure, is almost
Iarge enough for the man who cleans the
dlz to stand ap erect inside.

It was while at 550 Broadway that, by a
strange ooincidence, it recorded one of the
saddest events of the history ofthe country;
for, without warning, and without any ap-
patent enuse, the hands stopped st the hour
of President Lilllr.;nln;;&d:llh, 722 on the
